Fraternity 
suspended 
over video 

O Investigation could result in revocation of student 
group status for Delta Kappa Epsilon at U of A O Frat 
house residents refusing interviews over alleged hazing 

The University of Alberta’s dean of 
students announced the registration 
suspension of the Delta Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity on Thursday. 

The suspension comes a week after a 
video surfaced that allegedly showed frat 
pledges being forced to eat vomit. 

“Effective immediately, the 
registration of the Delta Kappa Epsilon 
fraternity, as a student group at the uni¬ 
versity, is suspended,” Frank Robinson 
said. “The suspension is in effect until 
further notice.” 

A pile of frozen vomit greets visitors at 
the front door of the frat house near the 
university campus, perhaps an indication 
of how often residents have used the 
door over the past week. 

Delta Kappa Epsilon members have re¬ 
mained tight-lipped about the incident 
since the video was leaked. 

The fraternity can appeal the suspen¬ 
sion, which will end once an 
investigation is completed by Campus 
Protection Services. 

Robinson said anyone with 
information on the incident is 
encouraged to come forward.

The city is encouraging 
owners of an Old Strath¬ 
cona bar to start cleaning 
up their clientele after 
Wooly Bully’s Pub had con¬ 
ditions placed on its busi¬ 
ness licence Thursday. 

The conditions were 
recommended to the city 
in a joint submission by 
the bar owner and the Pub¬ 
lic Safety Compliance 
Team (PSCT) in the hopes 
of stopping ongoing vio¬ 
lence and disturbances in 


and around the bar. 

“In the past 18 months, 
there were numerous con¬ 
cerns and some incidents 
that were occurring inside 
and outside of Wooly Bul¬ 
ly’s that were brought to 
our attention, mainly 
through the EPS Whyte Av¬ 
enue beat members,” said 
Nicole Chapdelaine, co-or¬ 
dinator of PSCT. 

Chapdelaine said PSCT 
met with the owners of 
Wooly Bully’s and the deci¬ 
sion was mutually made to 
place conditions on the 
bar. 

“We decided to put the 


conditions on to assist 
them with giving their 
staff and themselves some 
really specific direction in 
terms of expectations of 
what to do to ensure the 
facility is safe and that no 
one else gets injured,” she 
said. 

Chapdelaine called it a 
proactive approach. 

Shirley Lowe, executive 
director of the Old Strath¬ 
cona Business Association, 
said despite conditions be¬ 
ing placed on two bars in 
the area, incidents in Old 
Strathcona have gone way 
down over the past two 


years. 

“We do have statistics 
that show that incidents 
are down about 33 per 
cent,” she said. “There’s a 
substantial difference.” 

Lowe credits the work 
they’ve done with PSCT 
and the Best Bar None Pro¬ 
gram, which rewards es¬ 
tablishments for cleaning 
up their act. 

“We have good opera¬ 
tors and not-so-good opera¬ 
tors,” she said. 

“But you can’t tar every¬ 
body with the one or two 
that need a lesson in man¬ 
agement.” 


Conditions 

The three conditions 
require that Wooly Bully’s: 

Maintain a daily incident 
log that tracks any 
problems and how the 
staff dealt with them. 
Prepare and maintain a 
manual outlining the poli¬ 
cies and procedures used 
in the business. 

Keep a record of who is en¬ 
tering the club by scanning 
patrons' identifications 
and maintaining a list of 
banned patrons.

O Opposition roundly slams bill as PR fluff 


The Alberta government 
has tabled its proposed re¬ 
vamped Health Act, and 
the minister responsible 
says it heralds a new era of 
public participation in the 
system. 

Gene Zwozdesky says 
the bill will establish ways 
for the public to have a 
meaningful say in the de¬ 
velopment of health poli¬ 
cy. 

The bill also sets out a 
health charter and a 
health advocate, however 


the final arbiter of con¬ 
cerns under both those 
new avenues will be the 
minister and not an out¬ 
side body. 

Opposition leaders say 
the bill is all air and no 
substance. 

Leader David Swann of 
the Liberals says he’s 
stunned the government 
needs to enshrine in legis¬ 
lation self-evident princi¬ 
ples such as the fact a 
health system should put 
patients first. 


Paul Hinman of the Wil- 
drose Alliance says that be¬ 
cause the health advocate 
is not independent, he or 
she will be just another 
layer of bureaucracy to 
protect the government. 

Brian Mason of the NDP 
calls the bill a “lost oppor¬ 
tunity” by focusing on 
grand principles and defi¬ 
nitions rather than prob¬ 
lems of wait times and 
overcrowding that Alber¬ 
tans want solved immedi¬ 
ately.

Futuristic learning 
tool yields results 


© U of A robot 
lets students 
learn by doing

It’s a lucky kid indeed who 
gets to use a robot made of 
lego to do their math home¬ 
work, but for Chelsea Ha¬ 
gan it’s just one step 
further in learning and re¬ 
taining information. 

The only student in her 
class with cerebral palsy, 
Hagan, 14, uses the robot to 
learn math and measure¬ 
ment. Her head is her most 
controlled member of her 
body, which she uses to tap 
sensors alongside her head 
to communicate and ma¬ 
nipulate a complex com¬ 
puter attached to her chair. 

Using this computer, 
Chelsea is able to control 
the robot with infrared sen¬ 
sors built into her commu¬ 
nication device. 

The robot is part of a 
larger program designed by 
Dr. A1 Cook and Dr. Kim 
Adams to enable those with 
cerebral palsy to learn by 
doing. Kinesthetic learning 
is a major fundamental ad¬ 
vantage for retaining infor¬ 
mation. 

“If you have no use of 
your hands it’s a difficult 
process to learn,“ said Dr. A1 
Cook, professor in the de¬ 
partment of speech pathol¬ 
ogy and audiology in the 


faculty of medicine at the 
University of Alberta. “You 
can imagine if you had only 
to watch and never to do, 
you would learn a signifi¬ 
cantly smaller amount of 
things.”

Kirchner’s death 
leaves questions 


O Former Argentine president was husband of current 
president O Was expected to run for office next year 


Thousands of Argentines 
filed past the coffin of for¬ 
mer leader Nestor Kirchner 
on Thursday, honouring a 
man whose unexpected 
death leaves his widow, 
President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez, alone to face a re-elec¬ 
tion fight and push their 
leftist political program. 

Presidents from Chile, 
Uruguay, Bolivia and 
Ecuador stood with Fernan¬ 
dez, who wore sunglasses 
and sometimes rested her 
hands on the casket hold¬ 
ing her husband’s body ly¬ 
ing in state at the 


presidential palace. Her 
son and daughter also of¬ 
fered comfort, as did soccer 
legend Diego Maradona. 

“Argentina lost a gladia¬ 
tor,” Maradona said. “A 
man who always fought, 
who dug us out of a hole 
and was respectable in all 
things.” 

Kirchner’s death from a 
heart attack at age 60 
leaves Fernandez without 
her closest adviser and po¬ 
litical ally as she now must 
ponder whether to see re- 
election next year. 

Many people had expect¬ 


ed her to step aside next 
year for her husband, who 
was her predecessor in the 
presidency — a job that 
won him popularity for 
guiding Argentina out of a 
deep economic crisis. 

While Fernandez is a 
powerful figure in her own 
right, it was Kirchner 
whom Argentines consider 
the heir to Gen. Juan 
Domingo Peron, the leg¬ 
endary strongman whose 
advocacy for workers 
brought generations of Ar¬ 
gentines into the middle

A former Quebec director 
of B’nai Brith said Thurs¬ 
day he’s deeply sorry for 
downloading child pornog¬ 
raphy and recognizes the 
impact his actions have 
had on his family. 

Bill Surkis expressed re¬ 
morse during his sentenc¬ 
ing hearing in Montreal. 

The former Jewish com¬ 
munity leader, who plead¬ 
ed guilty in May to one 
count each of accessing 
and possessing child 
pornography, will be sen¬ 
tenced Dec. 9. 

But the Crown wants to 
send a clear message to the 
public that downloading 
and possessing child 
pornography only serves 
to fund an industry that 



profits from exploiting 
young children. 

To that end, they want 
to have Surkis, 71, de¬ 
clared a registered sex of¬ 
fender, which is a sticking 
point in the sentencing. 

The Crown and defence 


have agreed that Surkis 
should receive the mini¬ 
mum sentence allowed by 
law — a 45-day jail term, 
to be served on weekends. 
There would be 240 hours 
of community service and 
three years probation. 

The Crown’s request 
that Surkis be registered as 
a sex offender and have his 
DNA taken has been dis¬ 
missed by Surkis and his 
lawyer as unnecessary and 
punitive. 

“That would put me in a 
position where I would not 
be able to serve my com¬ 
munity,” Surkis said. “I 
downloaded videos, yes, 
but I am not a sex offend¬ 
er.”

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O French strikes fail to draw large numbers of people 
as they did previously O Demonstrations by train and 
oil workers tapering off 


Strikes caused hassles for 
air travellers in France on 
Thursday, but nationwide 
street protests over a plan 
to raise the retirement age 
to 62 failed to draw the 
massive crowds of weeks’ 
past — a sign of slackening 
resolve among the bill's 
opponents. 

Parliament has already 
approved raising the re¬ 
tirement age from 60 to 
62, but union leaders insist 
they will not give up their 
fight until conservative 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
actually signs the bill. Still, 
fewer protesters followed 
them into the streets this 
time, and strikes by train 
and oil workers have been 
tapering off in recent days. 

In Paris, demonstrators 
waved union flags and set 
off flares, while in south¬ 
ern Marseille, they beat

drums and blew whistles. 
Past demonstrations have 
drawn more than a million 
protesters into the streets; 
this time, the Interior Min- 
istiy put the figure at 
560,000 nationwide. The 
hard-line CGT union con¬ 
tested that number, put¬ 
ting turnout at 2 million. 

“It’s true you could say 
the anti-reform movement 
is slowing down, but you 
need to ask why,” Serba 
Germain, a 67-year-old re¬ 
tired police officer march¬ 
ing in Marseille, told 
Associated Press Television 
News. 

“People are disappoint¬ 
ed, they are frustrated” be¬ 
cause the government 


hasn’t listened. 

Unions and opposition 
parties urged Sarkozy not 
to sign the law, which 
polls show is unpopular. 
He is expected to do so by 
mid-November, after it is 
cleared by France’s consti¬ 
tutional watchdog. 

But Sarkozy has refused 
to back down, even amid 
two weeks of strikes that 
cancelled trains, shut 
down oil refineries and left 
drivers struggling to find 
gasoline. 

A small number of 
trains were cancelled 
Thursday, but the problem 
was bigger for airlines. A 
third of flights at Paris’ 
Charles de Gaulle airport 
and half of those at the 
city’s smaller Orly were 
cancelled.

A newly released audio 
tape of al-Qaida leader 
Osama bin Laden threaten¬ 
ing France appears to be 
authentic, the French For¬ 
eign Ministry said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The voice on the audio 
tape threatens to kill 
French citizens to avenge 
their country’s support for 
the war in Afghanistan 
and in revenge for a new 
French law that will ban 
burqa-lilce Muslim veils. 
The audiotape was ob¬ 
tained by the Al-Jazeera tel¬ 
evision station. 

The Foreign Ministry 
says the tape’s “authentici¬ 
ty can be considered estab¬ 
lished based on initial 
verifications.” 

The message “only con¬ 
firms that reality of the 
terror threat,” Foreign 
Ministiy spokesman 
Bernard Valero said. 

A series of terror warn¬ 
ings has put France and 
other European countries 
on high alert in recent 
weeks, prompting the U.S. 
State Department to ad¬ 
vise American citizens liv¬ 


ing or travelling in Europe 
to take more precautions. 

Speculation on the 
source of a potential terror 
threat in France has fo¬ 
cused on a group called al- 
Qaida in the Islamic 
Maghreb. 

That group, an offshoot 
of bin Laden’s network, 
has claimed responsibility 
for the abductions of five 


French citizens in Niger 
and is believed to have tak¬ 
en them to neighbouring 
Mali. 

The French hostages, as 
well as a Togolese and a 
Madagascar national, were 
kidnapped on Sept. 16 
while they slept in their 
villas in the uranium min¬ 
ing town of Arlit.

For 33 years, Maridjan 
spoke to Mount Merapi, 
believing he could appease 
its unpredictable spirits by 
throwing offerings of rice, 
clothes and chickens into 
the volcano’s gaping 
crater. 

Many villagers took his 
word — not that of govern¬ 
ment officials or seismolo¬ 
gists — as the last on when 
it would erupt. And the 83- 
year-old did appear to pre¬ 
dict the volcano’s latest 
eruption — which killed 
33 people this week — but 
did not heed the warning. 

As thousands of villagers 
streamed down the moun¬ 
tain’s slopes, Maridjan re¬ 
fused to budge.

Rescuers searching islands 
ravaged by a tsunami off 
western Indonesia raised 
the death toll to 370 Thurs¬ 
day as more corpses were 
wrapped in body bags or 
buried by neighbours. Offi¬ 
cials said hundreds of miss¬ 
ing people may have been 
swept out to sea. 

Elsewhere in Indonesia, 
the volcano that killed 33 
people earlier this week 
began erupting again, 
though there were no re¬ 
ports of new injuries or 
damage. Mourners held a 
mass burial Thursday dur¬ 
ing a lull in Mount Mer- 
api’s rumblings. 

The twin catastrophes 
struck within 24 hours in 
different corners of the 
seismically charged region, 


severely testing the na¬ 
tion’s emergency response 
network. 

Islanders dug graves and 
slung up tarps to sleep un¬ 
der in one of the hardest- 
hit areas, where a 
three-metre wave had 
swept houses off their 
foundations and deposited 
the shattered remains in 
the jungle. Many residents 
who fled to the hills were 
refusing to return home 


for fear the sea might lash 
out again. 

Search and rescue teams 
— kept away for days by 
stormy seas and bad 
weather — found roads 
and beaches with swollen 
corpses lying on them, ac¬ 
cording to Harmensyah, 
head of the West Sumatra 
provincial disaster man¬ 
agement centre. 

Some wore face masks 
as they wrapped corpses in 


black body bags on Pagai 
Utara, one of the four main 
islands in the Mentawai 
chain located between 
Sumatra and the Indian 
Ocean.

Did tsunami 
warning 
system 
do its job? 

Indonesian officials are 
left questioning whether 
the tsunami warning sys¬ 
tem functioned properly 
in the face of Monday’s 
devastating wave. 

The chief of Indonesia’s 
Meteorology and 
Geophysic Agency, Fauzi, 
said the special buoys that 
detect sudden changes in 
water level broke down 
last month because of in¬ 
experienced operators and 
poor maintenance. 

However, Joern Lauter- 
jung, head of the German- 
Indonesia Tsunami Early 
Warning Project for the 
Potsdam-based 
GeoForschungs Zentrum, 
said a warning did go out 
five minutes after the 
quake — but the tsunami 
hit so fast no one was 
warned in time. 

“The early warning sys¬ 
tem worked veiy well — it 
can be verified,” he said. 

He said only one sensor 
of 300 had not been work¬ 
ing, and it had no effect on 
the system’s operation.

Total health-care spending 
in Canada this year is pre¬ 
dicted to reach almost 
$192 billion, up almost 
five per cent over 2009, 
says a report by the Cana¬ 
dian Institute for Health 
Information. 

The 155-page report, re¬ 
leased Thursday, says that 
figure translates into 
about $5,600 for each 
man, woman and child in 
the country. 

“Over the last 10 years, 
we’ve seen the growth in 
health-care spending over 
and above population 
growth and inflation,” said 
Chris Kuchcialc, manager 
of health expenditures for 
CIHI. 

“However, what’s differ-

ent this year is that the 
growth rate in 2009 and 
2010 seems to be deceler¬ 
ating.” 

Actual per capita health¬ 
care spending is expected 
to rise by just 1.4 per cent 
this year, Kuchcialc said. 

“The growth rate of 1.4 
per cent is actually the 
lowest growth rate in the 
last 13 years.” 

Kuchcialc said a number 


of factors are likely behind 
the shrinking rate, includ¬ 
ing belt-tightening by pro¬ 
vinces. 

A similar squeeze on 
spending occurred during 
the mid-1990s, a period of 
restraint when the growth 
in health spending was ei¬ 
ther flat or negative, he 
said, noting that the trend 
was reversed in the late 
’90s, when governments 
made a concerted effort to 
boost allocations to health. 

The report shows 
health-care spending is ex¬ 
pected to account for 11.7 
per cent of Canada’s gross 
domestic product in 2010, 
down from 11.9 per cent in 
2009.

Russia hit 
with 

eruptions 

Two volcanoes erupted 
Thursday on Russia’s far- 
eastern Kamchatka 
Peninsula, tossing mas¬ 
sive ash clouds 
kilometres into the air, 
forcing flights to divert 


and blanketing one town 
with thick, heavy ash. 

The Klyuchevskaya 
Soplca, Eurasia’s highest 
active volcano, exploded 
along with the Shiveluch 
volcano, 70 kilometres 
to the northeast, 

Russian officials in Kam¬ 
chatka said. 

They added that 
flights in the area had to 
change course. 

Ash clouds from the 
remote volcanoes 


billowed up to 10 
kilometres and were 
spreading east across the 
Pacific Ocean, vulcanolo- 
gist Sergei Senyukov told 
Rossiya 24 television. 

Streams of lava flowed 
down the slopes of Shiv¬ 
eluch. 

The U.S. Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration on 
Thursday issued a notice 
to pilots that they should 
remain alert for possible 
ash clouds, saying emis¬ 


sions have “intermittent¬ 
ly complicated air 
travel” in the area of the 
Kamchatkan Peninsula. 

“Any air carriers, 
including foreign air car¬ 
riers, that observe or ex¬ 
perience any difficulties 
resulting from an 
encounter with volcanic 
ash, please notify air 
traffic control 
immediately,” the notice 
said.

ryan Caplan, economics professor 
at George Mason University, has 
some advice for the millions of 
| voters who plan to cast ballots on 
election day: If you don’t 
understand basic economics, why not just 
stay home? 

In his book, The Myth Of The Rational 
Voter, Caplan says it’s wrong 
to think that politicians don’t a, 

listen to the people. On the 
contrary, politicians do listen 
... and that’s the problem! 

Voters are riddled with bias¬ 
es, according to Caplan. Espe¬ 
cially when it comes to the 
economy. 

Several polls carried out in 
the U.S. have revealed that 
half of voters don’t know the 
name of their senator or rep¬ 
resentative. A good portion of 
the population thinks that immigration and 
foreign aid represents 24 per 
cent of the federal budget. 

(The correct answer: One per 
cent.) 

“Many people have 
backward ideas about 
economics, having never stud¬ 
ied the subject. And their 
opinions are generally the op¬ 
posite of what an economics 
course would teach,” Caplan 
once told me when I 
interviewed him for a 
business magazine. For exam¬ 
ple, people who have not stud¬ 
ied economics usually think 
protectionism is a good thing.

“Instead of saying, ‘I don’t know, I never 
studied that,’ they state with conviction: 
‘Foreigners are stealing our jobs! We have 
to do something, regardless of what econo¬ 
mists say!”’ 

The average voter exhibits numerous bi¬ 
ases in economic matters, according to Ca- 
plan’s research. Among other things, 
people tend to underestimate the 
advantages of market mechanisms, or the 
benefits of immigration and free trade. 
They also like to blame scapegoats for eco¬ 
nomic problems — speculators, oil compa¬ 
nies, Wal-Mart, the Chinese... 

The end result: In order to cater to vot¬ 
ers, politicians enact laws that persecute 
those scapegoats, or erect protectionist 
barriers (taxes and tariffs) to limit free 
trade. Policies that, according to Caplan, 
impoverish the economy as a whole. The 
professor, who does not shy away from 
controversy, is consistent with his recom¬ 
mendations: Encouraging people to vote is 
a bad idea, he says. “Those who abstain 
from voting are, on average, less educated 
and less informed. If all of those people 
voted, the average voter would be even 

more ignorant of economic mat¬ 
ters.” Politicians would adjust 
their electoral platforms to cater 
to those voters, proposing even 
worse policies. “If you think 
politicians currently aim for the 
lowest common denominator 
among voters, you ain’t seen 
nothing yet. That denominator 
can get even lower!” 

Voting is a civic duty, they 
say. But for some, could the op¬ 
posite be true?

Playing a hiker with his arm 
pinned under a boulder for 
five days brought its own 
set of challenges for James 
Franco, who stars as Aron 
Ralston in Danny Boyle’s 
true-life 127 Hours. The first 
thing he had to wony 
about, though, was his 
waistline. 

“He told me I should go 
on a diet,” Franco says of his 
first meeting with the direc¬ 
tor. “First of all, Aron was in 
great shape, but also he lost 
40 pounds while he was 


there, from water depriva¬ 
tion mostly.” 

Of course, recreated a 
rapid weight loss during the 
film’s production wasn’t 
feasible, so Franco shed as 
much weight as he could 
before filming, then relied 
on some helpful tools to 
bulk back up when needed. 

“We actually even built 
this prosthetic that we end¬ 
ed up unfortunately calling 
‘the plumper,”’ he says. “It 
was just this mouthpiece 
that would plump my 
cheeks out for the early 
parts of the film, and then 
as he started deteriorating 
we could use smaller and 
smaller versions until we 


didn’t use any.” 

One useful tool for cap¬ 
turing Ralston’s ordeal was 
the extensive video diaiy he 
kept. 

“When we watched the 
real videos, one of the more 
powerful things about them 
is how simple it was and 
how direct and connected it 
was,” Franco remembers. 

“Some of the video mes¬ 
sages are verbatim what he 
actually said,” Franco says. 

However, as an actor, he 
wasn’t interested in just re¬ 
gurgitating Ralston’s words. 

“Our whole land of ap¬ 
proach — not just for the 
video messages but in gen¬ 
eral — was that we would 


honour Aron’s story and we 
would do everything that 
he did, but also we wanted 
to kind of have our own ap¬ 
proach to the story,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

“And so with the video 
messages, they were script¬ 
ed, but I felt like Danny 
gave me the freedom to be 
just a little loose with the 
words. But every once in a 
while there’d be a line in 
there and I’d say to myself, ‘I 
just won’t say that because 
it’s kind of stupid.’ And then 
Danny would come to me 
and say, ‘Well, actually, for 
whatever reason, Aron is in¬ 
sistent that you say those 
two words.’” 


James Franco is the first to 
admit 127 Hours isn’t your 
typical film, since it wasn’t 
his typical acting job, 
either. 

“There were a lot of 
things that were unusual,” 
he says. “I mean, you don’t 
usually spend most movies 
with an armed pinned be¬ 
hind a boulder. But then 
you also don’t spend most 
movies alone or without 
other actors. So all of that 
took adjusting.” 

Franco has been 
making a lot of 
adjustments lately, choos¬ 
ing career moves that 
have surprised onlookers 
— including his recent 
stint on General Hospital 
and his return to school. 
But he claims he’s not in a 
“why not?” phase of his 
career.

don’t aim toward the bear,” 
Palin cautions daughter 
Piper and niece McKinley in 
their boat. 

“Why?” is the automatic 
comeback. Any parent will 
instantly relate. 

Later in the program, 
Palin demonstrates mettle 
(and alarm) as she goes 
rock-climbing with her hus¬ 
band, Todd, at Denali Na¬ 
tional Park - and gets stuck 
midway. 

The guide calls down in¬ 
structions and encourage¬ 
ment, but Palin is stalled. 

“I just don’t like 
heights!” she declares. “I 
was so cocky - I’m being 
punished for it. 1 don’t 
know if I can do this!” 

It’s a remarkable admis¬ 
sion from this famously 
can-do personality, and, as 
viewers are informed, some 
45 minutes pass before she 
figures out how to continue 
her ascent. Then she does it. 

“That’s so much worse 
than I ever thought it 
would be!” she says after 
reaching the summit. 

The series is produced by 
Mark Burnett, whose many 
credits include Survivor and 
The Apprentice. In a recent 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press, he marveled at 
how gung-ho all the Palins 
were in taking part. 



“It would start out with, 
‘We’re gonna have Sarah 
and Todd do something,’” 
Burnett said. “And as she’s 
getting ready, she would 
say, ‘Piper, you want to 
come? Willow, you want to 
come?’ Take the politics 
away, and this is a family, 
and they hang out a lot to¬ 
gether.” 

Befitting the travelogue 
quality of the show, it 
boasts eyepopping scenes 
across the state’s vastness. 

With all that acreage 
available, the Palins make 
it clear they’re irked that 
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writer Joe McGinnis s is liv¬ 
ing right next door. 

McGinnis s, the best¬ 
selling author of books in¬ 
cluding The Selling of the 
President and Fatal Vision, 
is never mentioned by 
name, and his face is 
blurred as the camera 
catches a glimpse of him 
over the fence. 

But Todd Palin explains, 
“Our summer fun has been 
kind of taken away from 
us because of a new neigh¬ 
bour next door who’s writ¬ 
ing a hit piece on my 
wife.” 


(In an interview with 
the AP in September as he 
packed to leave after three 
months of research, 
McGinniss wouldn’t reveal 
what his book about Palin 
will say. But he said he 
chose her as a subject be¬ 
cause, “I wanted a reason 
to come back to Alaska,” 
where he lived in the 
1970s while researching 
an earlier book, Going to 
Extremes. He said he rent¬ 
ed the house after its own¬ 
er sought him out, not to 
spy on the Palin family.)

David Arquette says he 
hopes talking openly 
about his separation from 
Courteney Cox can help 
others in similar situa¬ 
tions.

He says his latest on-air 
chat with Stern was a 
scheduled appointment 
and he didn’t want to 
break it. He also just wants 
to be honest with someone 
he trusts.

Smith’s doctor acquitted, 
psychiatrist guilty 


A jury yesterday convicted 
Anna Nicole Smith's psy¬ 
chiatrist Khristine Eroshe- 
vich and boyfriend 
Howard K. Stern of con¬ 
spiracy counts, but acquit¬ 
ted the doctor who 
prescribed drugs for her of 
all charges. 

The only conviction 
against Stern was for giv¬ 
ing false names and acting 
by fraud to obtain pre¬ 
scriptions. Eroshevich was 
also convicted of unlawful¬ 
ly prescribing Vicodin by 
fraud. 

The juiy acquitted de¬ 
fendant Dr. Sandeep 
Kapoor of all charges. The 
juiy found the prosecution 
did not present enough ev¬ 
idence to convict Kapoor 
of six charges that he pro¬ 
vided excessive prescrip¬ 
tion drugs to Smith. 

The defendants were 
charged with conspiracy, 
excessive prescribing of 


opiates and sedatives to an 
addict, and fraudulently 
obtaining drugs by using 
false names. 

The jury deliberated 
about 58 hours after being 
asked to decide if the three 
defendants were trying to 
relieve Smith's emotional 
and physical pain or were 
feeding her addiction to 
prescription drugs. 

The defendants were 
not charged in Smith's 
2007 accidental overdose 
death in Florida. 

The stoiy of Smith's fi¬ 
nal years stretched from 
Los Angeles to the Ba¬ 
hamas with stops along 
the way in South Carolina 
and Florida, where her 
overdose death at the age 
of 39 was ruled accidental. 

The two doctors also 
were close to Smith during 
her final years, and their 
lawyers portrayed them as 
angels of mercy trying to 



help her before and after 
she gave birth to her 
daughter by cesarean then 
quickly lost her 20-year- 
old son, Daniel, to a drug 
overdose. 

He died in her hospital 
room after coming to visit 
his new half-sister on Sept. 
10,2006. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Chances are you know lin- 
guine goes with clam sauce 
and fettuccine loves Alfre¬ 
do. But which pasta pairs 
with pesto? Or a hefty car- 
bonara? 

“Pasta has evolved over 
many hundreds of years in 
Italy and it's taken a long 
time for them to work out 
what tastes best,” says 
British chef Jacob Kenedy, 
co-author with graphic de¬ 
signer Caz Hildebrand of 
The Geometry of Pasta. To¬ 
gether they are advocates 
of a simple truth: Pasta and 
sauce, correctly paired, 
yield a sublime experience. 

They had plenty of mate¬ 
rial to work with. More 
than 300 shapes of pasta ex¬ 
ist, each with a specific tex¬ 
ture and strategy for 
delivering flavours. 

In general, lighter sauces 
pair well with thin pastas. 
Oily, punchy sauces go with 
thicker pastas. Sauce will 
cling to a rough-textured 
pasta, such as a ridged 
penne, Kenedy says, while a 
smoother one like spaghet¬ 
ti will create a more deli¬ 
cate dish. Short tubes and 
cup shapes are good for 
“sauces with bits in them,” 
Kenedy says, such as those 
with diced meat or vegeta¬ 
bles. 

“More intricate shapes 
are quite fun to play with,” 
he says. “It’s like when 
you’re a little kid and you 
put things in your mouth.” 

Which doesn’t mean you 
need to fill your cupboard 


Ingredients: 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) farfalle pas¬ 
ta 

• 75 ml (5 tbsp) heavy
